The Korean war. inflation, communism In 
government, federal economy, all the issues 
that seemed to resist solution under the 
Democratic admlnlatratlon, will not now with 
audden magic yield to easy answera. 

The party In power has had yeara to grap- 
ple with these problems, years to examine 
the catalog of altematlvca. The Elsenhower 
administration la hot Bolng: to aolve them ail 
In the apace of one to six montha. 

The I people Toted for action and fresh 
thlnUnK and have a right to expect these 
things. But in their eaBemesa for solutions, 
they miiat atlll realize the improbability of 
miracles. 

Bucceas, If It eomea, will come alowly. New 
admlnlatratora need time to learn their way, 
thoB to cut away the deadwood of past gov- 
ernment habit. Complexity la the great com- 
mon denominator of. today's problems. New, 
policy la not bom quickly out or auch a wilder- 
ness of difficulties. 

Americans, then, must be patient with their 
new leaders. That does not say they should 
be any less exacting In their demand for a 
better result. 

But, while It would be wronB to expect too 
much too Boon, the people may rightfully 
look for an ear^y shift In the political climate 
of Washington. Obviously, new aolutlona 
grow out of new viewpoints. The capital's 
climate thla year and after will be conserva- 
tive, because the American citizenry voted for 
a conservative President and congress. The 
answers produced muat be Judged against 
that background. 

Here and then one detects petulant dis- 
appointment • over Elsenhower's choice of 
cab)iyt^ttlc«rB. ^There is complaint he Is 
not fB^duclng Democratic pottems.

Of Elsonhower and hla men they may in- 
deed demand performance. Burely, though, 
they will appreciate that this performance 
cannot be aweak carbon copy of- the actions 
of the predecessor government.

Those In response to 
the Inquiry from the New York 
Times were a carbon topy of the ex- 
pressions of penes and goodwill 
voiced In the past. 

The forthcoming visit ot Winston 
Churchill adds to tho hope that 
great men meeting together can pull 
off a aoluUon. It U demonstrable 
that the personal leadership of 
Churchill In the darkest days ot the 
nail victories In IMO more than any- 
thing else helped to rally the tree 
world. 

But the Bituallon today U utterly 
different. It Is time tor plain speak- 
ing about the role ot ChurchlU and 
tho Churchill government. 

That government ts strong er than 
It was all months ago. It has man- 
aged aome betterment ot Britain's 
position. But the Improvement can 
be ascribed In large part to the tact 
ot a contrast with the dlvUlva weak- 
ness In thg Labor party, which of- 
tcra the only altematlve to the 
Churchill government. 

While Aneurin Bevan has been 
unable to capture control of the La- 
bor party, he has weakened the po- 
sition ot tho Attlee-Morrison tac- 
tion sUndlng for close collaboration 
with the United States In NATO for 
■estem security. 

Concealed by his enormous pr 
tlge both at home and abroad, 
Und of revolt never haa ceased 
smoulder Within tho Churchill cabi- 
net It has Its origin In the resent- 
ment of younger men who believe 
the problem of seeing Britain 
through the present crisis Is too big 
to bo carried under Churchill's hat. 
It Is. In short, a revolt against per- 
sonal government As one dlsUn- 
guUhed British visitor put It: 

There Is no doubt that It Is per- 
sonal. But whether It Is government 
or. sot Is something else again.'' 

Given British restraint, particu- 
larly the restraint chertihed in Jour^ 
nallsm. these thlntts nro not spoken 
aloud In England. They are re- 
peated among a amoU group as ru- 
mors— tumon, for example, that the 
cabinet haa on at least one or two 
occasions had a commitment from 
Churchill to sUp down. It Is said 
he will stay unUI after llie corona- 
tion In May, 

The complaints against Churchill 
are that he takes decisions without 
consulUnt; the cabinet, nnd even In 
dcpnrlmenta of Individual cabinet 
members; thathft'TlSerilot take 
decisions a/ ijC^hal Wiportanl 
mnltcra are TtfrrreTln^ls test poc- 
ket with the kno*ledgo^tWareely 
anyone else, \ i 

And In BriUIn In the receM^pasl 
the cabinet has funcUontdf 
ROvemlnR body In contrast 
United States, where It Is t . ^ 
ent on the whim ot the Prcildcnt 
Able men are In the Churchill 
cabinet. One is R. A. BuUer. chim- 
cellor ot the exchequer. A success- 
full businessman who understands 
that this u the mid-jmh century. 
Butler has much In common with 
the^men who will make up Presi- 
dent-Elect Elsenhower's cabinet 
But Churchill regards him with a 
suspicion that get in the way ot 
working harmony.
